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Majority of Council Is Concerned 
By Possible GHI Windfall Profits

An apparently routine request of support from the city council 
for a plan by Greenbelt Homes, Inc. to apply for a federal grant 
became unexpectedly controversial at the March 20 council meet¬ 
ing, over the issue of possible “windfall profits” for GHI members 
receiving grant support for rehabilitation of their homes. 


GHI President Jim Smith intro¬ 
duced the proposal on behalf of the 
corporation, which would designate 
322 units belonging to those mem¬ 
bers with lowest personal finan¬ 
cial resources to be earmarked for 
substantial rehabilitation under 
Section 8 of a program of Housing 
Assistance Payments of the Depart 
ment of Housing and Urban Devel¬ 
opment. According to Smith, re¬ 
quests for support under Section 8 
would require approval of the GHI 
membership, as well as city and 
county support for the application. 
Smith said that GHI is presently 
preparing a packet of information 
to be presented to its own member¬ 
ship. 

In his request for city endorse¬ 
ment of the proposal. Smith noted 
that the whole Greenbelt area 
would benefit from the improve¬ 
ments, which would be dispersed 
throughout the GHI property. He 
noted that about 40% of present 
GHI residents would be eligible 
for such grants under the federal 
guidelines, but that only about 20 
percent would actually be covered 
by the GHI application. 

Citing GHTs history in the field 
of cooperative housing, he urged 
the city's support in proving that 
this type of housing really works. 
If the city support is forthcoming, 
he said, the county also is ready to 
act on the request. 

Discussion on Windfall Profits 

In discussion following Smith's 
presentation, Councilman Tom 
White asked about federal guide¬ 
lines concerning the selling of 
homes which had been rehabilitated 
with the assistance of Section 8 
funds. Smith noted that no restric¬ 
tions on future sales were contained 
in the specifications; residents 
could sell their units without penal 
ty. Councilman Richard Castaldi 
said that he hoped GHI could work 
out some type of safeguard against 
windfall profits. He thought there 
could be a “relatively high increase 
in value of homes in the area" 
and was afraid that potential pur¬ 
chasers might be priced out of the 
market. Smith answered that he 
doubted that there would be such 
an impact, since most of the im¬ 


provements would consist of insula ¬ 
tion, new wiring, and similar re¬ 
pairs rather than surface beautifi 
cation. 

At this point, on a motion by 
councilman Charles Schwan, coun 
cil agreed unanimously to endorse 
the GHI request for Section 8 hous¬ 
ing assistance. A second motion, 
however, by White, specifying that 
the city send a letter to GHI ex¬ 
pressing concern on the issue of 
windfall profits, drew opposition 
from Schwan and Weidenfeld. 
Schwan argued that this matter 
was “not the city's business." He 
noted that the residents involved 
in Section 8 support would be 
those with extremely small income, 
many of them living on pensions. 
He felt it was unrealistic to expect 
that they would improve their 
homes in order to speculate or 
that they could realize a large profit 
on a GHI home. “Where are they 
going to go and live for anything 
like what they'd pay in GHI?" he 
asked. Guidelines on the selling of 
homes are contained in federal law, 
he said, and he felt that GHI would 
have no discretion except to treat 
people as the federal law allows. 
Weidenfeld agreed that it was “be¬ 
yond the city's prerogatives" to 
set up guidelines for GHI. 

Castaldi argued on the other side 
that GHI already has a program 
concerning windfall profits and 
that he merely wanted to point out 
potential problems now so that the 
program would be strengthened. 
When Smith commented that he 
had “no problem" with the motion 
and that the GHI board would exa¬ 
mine this question anyway, with 
or without the city's motion, the 
motion was put to a vote. It pas¬ 
sed, with Schwan and Weidenfeld 
dissenting.

State Senate Votes to Keep 
Driver Education in Schools 

A bill sponsored by Senator Ed¬ 
ward T, Conroy to keep “Driver 
Education" in Maryland schools 
passed the Senate by a final roll call 
vote of 27-17. The bill now goes to 
the House of Delegates for its de¬ 
liberation. If the bill fails, funding 
for the Driver Education program 
will end July 1, 1980 as required by 
a law passed last year. 

Without a Driver Ed course, 
young people could lose their de¬ 
duction on insurance. To avoid 
this, they would have to attend a 
private driving course at their own 
expense. 


Parkers Find A Sticky Wicket, 

Lots Of People Get A Ticket 

The first balmy weekend of the spring brought large crowds 
out to the Lake Park, as in past seasons. This time, however, 46 
people went away with something different — parking tickets. 
Sunday, March 19 marked the first test of the new city ordinance 
restricting parking near the lake, adopted by city council to limit 
use of the park to Greenbelt residents. The ordinance may bring 
about the desired result, since many of the cars ticketed bore 
District of Columbia license plates, according to Police Chief 
William Lane. 


Comment on the way in which the 
new ordinance is working was 
heard at the March 20 city council 
meeting. Council member Thomas 
X. White was concerned that the 
new restrictions will adversely im¬ 
pact on residential streets in Box¬ 
wood Village—particularly on Ridge 
Rd. next to Parcel 7, Lastner Lane 
and Ivy Lane, since those not able 
to park on Crescent Rd. may merely 
move over to the next unposted 
area. 

According to Chief Lane, most 
cars ticketed were parked on Cres¬ 
cent Rd., where signs are posted 
restricting parking on weekends. 
A few cars parked in the permit- 


only section of the lake parking 
lot but without the special stickers 
were also ticketed. Greenbelters 
are reminded that for the nominal 
charge-of one dollar annually, they 
may purchase a permit. 

In a related matter city solicitor 
Emmett Nanna was directed to re¬ 
view a county council bill that will 
prohibit outsiders from parking in 
neighborhoods surrounding MET¬ 
RO stations. Councilman Gil Wei¬ 
denfeld felt this legislation mignt 
have some relevancy to possible im¬ 
pact of non-resident parking in the 
Boxwood subdivision by Lake Park 
users. 


City Objects to Development 
Plans for Greenbelt East

At the behest of the Greenbelt City Council, a sewer allocation 
for the proposed Greenbelt East development (former Schrom Air¬ 
port) was removed from consideration at the March 21 meeting of 
the Prince Georges County Council. At that time, county officials 
were reviewing a joint letter by the county council and county 
executive to the Washington Suburban Sanitary Commission rec¬ 
ommending conditional authorization for sewer service via the 
Lower Anacostia Interim Treatment Plant for Greenbelt East 
(36,500 gallons per day), Greenbelt Triangle (20,000 gpd) and 
seven other projects. However, after Chairman Francis White 
explained the city's concerns, discussion on Greenbelt East was 
deferred until April 4 when the city, developer, and Maryland 
National Capital Park and Planning Commission (MNCPPC) will 


present their respective positions. 

It was only the night before - 
March 20 - that an unhappy city 
council learned about the upcom 
ing action by the county. Council 
complained that, once again, they 
did not receive timely notice of 
sewer allocations affecting Green¬ 
belt. Council directed the staff to 
convey to Chairman White the 
city’s desire to comment, and the 
reasons the proposed Greenbelt 
East development was opposed by 
the city. 

The Greenbelt East development 
will be located on a 33-acre com 
mercially zoned tract running along 
Greenbelt Road in front of the 
Goddard Space/Hunting Ridge Ap¬ 
artments just east of the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway. Although the 
land is not within Greenbelt's 
boundaries, the principal access to 
the proposed commercial office 
complex would be via a roadway 
running for 100 feet through Green 
belt land - Hanover Parkway ex¬ 
tended south of Greenbelt Road. 

City Opposition 

The city council has consistently 
opposed the plans for the tract 
a Shopping Center (213,780 sq. ft.) 
and two office buildings (20,000 sq. 
ft.). The shopping center will in¬ 
clude 20 to 25 stores including 
a Safeway (38,000 sq. ft.) and a 
K-Mart (85,000 sq. ft.). However, 
over the city's objections, the Prince 
Georges County Planning Board 
approved with conditions a prelim¬ 
inary plan for sub-division on De¬ 
cember 1, 1977. 

At the March 20 meeting, the 
Greenbelt council reiterated their 
reasons for opposing the proposed 
development. They insist that de¬ 
velopment is premature because of 
(1) the additional traffic burdens 
that the proposed commercial com¬ 
plex would generate at the nearby 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway in¬ 
terchange and the Kenilworth- 
Greenbelt Road intersection, (2) the 
need for resolving road access into 
the project, road specifications and 
design, and (3) jurisdictional prob¬ 
lems with the National Park Ser¬ 
vice relating to the access road 
now leading to the Goddard Space/ 
Hunting Ridge Apartments. Addi 
tionally council did not feel that a 
K-Mart or Safeway met the defini¬ 
tion of “high quality" that the 
county has been touting. 

Councilman Thomas White poin ¬ 
ted out that improvements to the 
Kenilworth/Greenbelt Road inter¬ 
section are “nowhere in sight, and 
by allowing development of Green¬ 
belt East at this time, a very bad 
situation would be exacerbated." 
He cited the recent closing of the 
Giant Department stores, the emp¬ 
ty Klein's building at Beltway Pla¬ 
za, the location of a nearby Woolco 
and K-Mart, and the closing of a 
Safeway Store on Greenbelt Road 
several years ago as reasons why 
the need for these kinds of stores 
does not exist. “Any indication that 
these facilities would add to the 
‘new quality’ has to be harebrain¬ 
ed," he said. 

Councilman Richard Castaldi 
council should give the county 
council a list of what it considered 
“quality developments." 

Mayor Richard Pilski decried the 
fact that Greenbelt would get no 
benefits from the commercial com¬ 
plex although the access road into 
the development is on Greenbelt 
land. He thought the city should 
annex Greenbelt East. 

The county recommended appro¬ 
val for sewer allocation for the 
Greenbelt Triangle for 7.46 acres for 
three office buildings and a restau¬ 
rant. Groundbreaking has already 


taken place for the Capitol Cadillac 
automobile dealership. 

Public Works Improvements 

Council expressed its intention to 
pursue obtaining funds under the 
Neighborhood Improvement Pro¬ 
gram for fourth year funding for 
public works improvements in the 
vicinity of the new elderly housing 
facility. Disappointment was ex¬ 
pressed that funds had not been in¬ 
cluded in the budget submitted to 
the county council by the county 
executive. The city is seeking 
$115,00 for (1) improvements to 
Ridge Road between Southway and 
Gardenway, (2) construction of a 
sidewalk along one side of the 
street and (3) improving the pedes¬ 
trian access between the elderly 
housing development and the 
Greenbelt Center. 

Council was pleased that the 
county had provided funds for the 
GHI neighborhood for rehabilita¬ 
tion loans and grants ($50,000), and 
for the city to employ a staff per¬ 
son to help administer the HUD 
program. 

Potpourri 

A substitute resolution was intro¬ 
duced and passed for first reading 
authorizing the purchase of part of 
Parcel II . . . The citys' Cable Tele¬ 
vision Study and Evaluation will be 
forwarded to the Prince Georges 
Caole Television Commission . . . 
Board of Election members Betty 
Moore, Joseph Comproni and Nat 
Shinderman were reappointed to 
serve until January 1981. . . . Com 
munity Relations Advisory Board 
members Msgr. William O’Donnell 
and Pastor Edward Birner were 
reappointed to serve until Febru¬ 
ary 1981 . . . $600 was appropriated 
for the summer mosquito program 

. . The county executive and 

county council will be urged to un 
dertake planning in the Capital 
Improvement Program for addi¬ 
tional solid waste facilities whether 
or not the Bevard landfill is placed 
in operation.

The 
funds under the Devlin bill are 
designed to offset revenue losses 
caused by a 10% increase in the 
inflation factor upon which real 
property taxes are levied.

If we could trust 
the board to oversee management 
and assure the most economical use 
of available funds for the up-keep 
of units, they would have less op¬ 
position, Any private householder 
considers the condition of his pipes, 
heating system, foundation, etc., 
as they develop. He does not tear 
down his house every two or three 
years in order to find something 
he can spend a million dollars re¬ 
pairing. 

When GHI sends a qualified 
building inspector to my unit and 
he shows me that certain structural 
repairs are necessary, I certainly 
will not hold back the money to do 
the work I simply resent being 
charged an additional 10% each 
year and never actually seeing any¬ 
thing done to my unit or to the 
units of my neighbors. 

I ignore “scare tactics” I quite 
understood the 20-year accumulated 
interest and conditions of loan, but 
still say it takes a colossal optimism 
to throw around millons of dollars, 
even in speech . , . 

As for S.P., no I did not have 
specific instances in mind but feel 
with many others that boards in 
Che past have shown poor judg¬ 
ment in administering the assets 
we had as a cooperative when GHI 
took over from the government. 
As to whether there are hidden as¬ 
sets, that also has been suggested 
not by me since I know little 
of GHI finances and it seems diffi¬ 
cult to sift fact from fiction at 
any meeting. One sometimes gets 
the impression the board doesn’t 
know much more than I do, w T hich 
is why confidence in it is so low, 
and why we do not want to give 
GHI millions of dollars to play a 
round with. 

Supposing we approve $$11,000,000 
worth of up-grading, what assur¬ 
ance do we have of an equitable 
distribution of benefits. Some will 
want additional rooms, special win¬ 
dows, special treatment of yards, 
more improvements in genera] — 
must we all have the same or, if 
not, must we all pay the same. 

Rather than vilifying me for dar¬ 
ing to ask questions and voice 
concern, factual information would 
be very welcome. 

Poor salesmanship, and I don’t 
mean the hiring of a $25,000 public¬ 
ity person — may be the root of 
the board’s problems with the mem¬ 
bership. We sometimes feel that 
management may be pulling the 
v cjol over your eyes as well as ours.

Just Wonts Answers 

To the Editor: 

Yes indeed Mr. Smith, I am 
scared! I just want answers. If 
we borrow $11,059,000, we will pay 
back $25,214,6000. That figure divi 
ded by 20 years, divided by 1579 
units, divided by 12 months equals 
$66.53 per month. The actual totals 
would be different for frame and 
masonry units. According to the 
article by Sid Kastner entitled GHI 
heard looks into sources of support 
I OR REHABILITATION, resales., 
”, . . the likely cost of rehabilitation 
which is presently expected to range 
from $600 to $900 per year;”. That 
is equal to $50 to $75 a month. If 
the bill to ease property tax assess¬ 
ments is not passed then according 
to Kastner “ . . . the extra burden 
on each family would be about 
$200.” That is equal to $16.67 per 
month. Therefore my apologies! I 
was wrong! The figures could 
range from an increase of $66.67 to 
$91.67 per month. Is that what 
you are asking me to approve? 

I would also like to know why 
the report you sent us by Mark 
Beck lists the value of frame homes 
as $17,000 and masonry homes as 
$26,000. In the report by Morton 
Hoffman that you didn’t send us 
it gives a value for frame homes as 
S15,300 and masonry homes as 
$25,400. Amazing! A $600 increase 
for masonry homes and a giant 
leap of $1700 for frame homes. 
Which, figures are correct? 

Also in a Co-op where the frame 
and masonry homes take care of 
their costs separately, WHY does 
the . . . (board) recommend a 
fiat $550 administrative (sales) fee?- 
Using the figures in the Morton 
Hoffman report, means a frame 
homeowner selling their home for 
$15,300 pays $550 or 3.6%. A ma 
sonry homeowner selling their 
home for $25,400 pays $550 or 2.2%. 
Farm Out! I urge all GHI mem¬ 
bers to read the report by Mark 
Beck and also to go to the GHI 
office and ask for a copy of the 
Morton Hoffman report. 

Finally, Scare Tactics?!? The 
leadership has said: Rehabilitate or 
face annual 10% increases (Mark 
Beck report: page 3-24, table 3-5, 
right hand column). I look at all 
of the above as “positive” contri 
butions. If you wish to think of 
them as “negative,” that’s cool too.

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GHI Board Struggles Over 
Perplexing Parking Problems

Committee reports on the Senior Citizen Program, parking 
problems and the date of the annual meeting were the significant 
agenda items of the March 23 meeting of the Greenbelt Homes. Inc, 
Board of Directors. 


Based on findings of a question¬ 
naire sent to GHI’s 500 senior citi¬ 
zens, management determined 
that what this group wanted most 
was adequate transportation; a co¬ 
operative or discount buying forum 
for medicine, food, clothing, etc.; 
diagnostic health screening. Also 
they needed information of existing 
help programs designed for senior 
citizens. 

GHI’s Member and Community 
Relations Committee reviewed the 
findings and decided that many of 
these needs should be met by the 
city. However, if the city will not 
undertake responsibility, GHI 
should implement needs wherever 
possible. 

The committee suggested a hot 
meal program at North End School 
as an initial program. Funding is 
available through the county. Di¬ 
rector Mary Clarke and Sandra 
Barnes, Coordinator of Member 
Services, approached North End 
Principal Jean Miller who was de- 
Hgted to have the school used for 
the senior citizens. 

The committee approved the out¬ 
reach concept in which GHI would 
use students from Catholic Univer¬ 
sity School of Social Services to 
contact GHI’s senior citizens and 
assist them in obtaining available 
special services. 

The committee discussed imple¬ 
menting possible volunteer pro¬ 
grams to aid senior citizens such 
as matching those who want to 
provide gardening with those who 
need it. 

A further recommendation was 
that GHI should offer space for a 
visiting nurse who would give free 
blood pressure tests. Barnes re¬ 
sponded that she had talked to a 
representative of the Red Cross and 
a visiting nurse program might 
start in the near future. 

Ken Kopstein, Assistant to the 
Manager, said he had talked with 
the city staff about involvement in 
the senior citizen program. The 
city does not want to get involved 
for two reasons: lack of staff and 
funds. He hoped that if GHI dem 
onstrates the viability of the pro¬ 
gram, perhaps the city will take 
an active interest. Presently, the 
county is seeking the city’s and 
GHI’s cooperation in improving ser¬ 
vices in Greenbelt, said Kopstein. 

Board President James Smith 
suggested that the recommenda¬ 
tions of the committee be imple¬ 
mented, but cautioned the need to 
take it slow and easy, and to realize 
the time limitations of the corpora 
tion’s staff. He also felt that GHI 
needed to know how much money 
the county would provide for pro¬ 
jects. He felt that the city needed 
to be approached and reminded of 
its obligation to all the senior citi¬ 
zens in the city. 

Parking 

Parking has been a major prob¬ 
lem for GHI over the years. The 
Parking Committee considered the 
problem of large vehicles parking 
in the small stalls and the overall 
effect these vehicles have on the 
parking lot surfaces. The follow 
ing recommendation was made. 

That, with the exception of neces¬ 
sary service vehicles, trucks over % 
ton, motor homes, trailers, and 
campers be prohibited in parking 
courts. Vans, including those clas¬ 
sed as recreational vehicles, twenty 
feet or less in length and seven 
feet or less in width should be per¬ 
mitted. Pick up trucks or other 
vehicles equipped with camper bo¬ 
dies cannot exceed seven feet in 
width and twenty feet in length. 

Also discussed were complaints 
received by management resulting 
from the parking of cars for ex 
tended periods of time in courts 
that do not have reserved parking 
thus monopolizing these spaces and 
creating additional problems in 
crowded courts. The following rec¬ 
ommendation was made. 


That no vehicle may occupy a 
parking space for more than five 
consecutive days. 

Annual Meeting 

The annual meeting is tentatively 
scheduled for May 10, providing 
Center School is available. With 
all the area municipal elections tak¬ 
ing place at that time, however, 
election machines may not be avail 
able for election of the new board. 

Refinancing Problems 

Also discussed v as Twin Pines 
policy of discouraging GHI mem¬ 
bers from refinancing their units 
at the current lower interest rate. 
Concern was expressed that the 
situation may not improve until 
there are more avenues for financ 
ing for GHI than Twin Pines and 
the Greenbelt Federal Credit Union. 
Although some board members are 
miffed, Smith plans to meet with 
Twin Pines to resolve the problem. 
Some members planned to raise 
these issues at Twin Pines annual 
meeting. 


Costs Concern GHI 

Some senior citizens living in 
'Greenbelt Homes, Inc. have expres¬ 
sed concern that their monthly pay¬ 
ments will rise dramatically with 
the onset of the rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram. The Board of Directors and 
the GHI management have also 
been concerned about this problem. 
Both are committed to finding fed¬ 
eral programs which will offset 
some of the increases which will 
accompany rehabilitation. 

However, the board and manage¬ 
ment are also worried about the 
rise in fuel oil and maintenance 
charges if rehabilitation is not per¬ 
formed. This increase could equal 
or exceed the cost of rehabilitation. 

Senior citizens or GHI members 
on fixed income are encouraged to 
write or phone their questions a- 
bout rehabilitation to the board or 
the manager’s office.

GUI Readies Nature Trail 

This past week, nine young- people 
who compose the crew working for 
GHI in the Youth Community Con¬ 
servation Improvement Program 
have been cleaning the 26 acres of 
woods between Ridge Road, Pla¬ 
teau Place and Laurel Hill Road 
for the long-awaited nature trail. 

Much debris has been carted out 
of the woods so far including a 
large mattress, swing sets, hoods 
of cars, a toaster, magazines, a 
fender, car seats, buckets, a plastic 
swimming pool and the ever-pre¬ 
sent beer cans and bottles. 

Following the cleaning, the crew 
will be developing the four different 
loops of the trail. For the most 
part, existing paths will be used, 
with a few new paths cleared. Posts 
will be installed for the markers. 
And several bridges will be built 
across streams and perhaps some 
steps along some of the steeper 
areas. The trail is expected to take 
about a week to complete. 

The trail has been marked by a 
member of the state forestry ser¬ 
vice. Some points of interest are a 
rare stand of American elm trees 
which have somehow survived the 
Dutch elm disease that has eradi¬ 
cated millions of elms along the 
east coast. There are also a 110- 
year-old pin oak tree and an un¬ 
usual musclewood tree. 

Most of the YCCIP workers are 
now obtaining their high school 
equivalency degree from 7:30 to 
8:30 a.m., four mornings a week. 
The youth give one half hour of 
their time and GHI contributes one 
half hour. The course is taught by 
CARES. The nine-month YCCIP 
county-funded program is designed 
to help train young people for jobs 
in the community. Following work 
on the trail, they will be spending 
most of the summer painting boiler 
rooms and other GHI buildings.
